THE CONFERENCE. 
Nex t week a conference will be held 
between the railroad commission and 
the manag ers of the intermitan lines 
tit which time, it is ex p ected, some 
p lan will be adop ted for safer traffic. 
This conference was, dou btless, has­ 
tened by the sev eral disasters which 
occu rred a few months ag o in which 
the liv es of many help less p asseng ers 
were lost. 
The manag ers of the interu rban 
lines shou ld be, and no dou bt are in 
fav or of any reasonable measu res 
which will resu lt in g reater p rotec­ 
tion for their p asseng ers. 
From the 
recent traction wrecks, howev er, it 
seems, that the p rincip al difficulty 
lies not so mu ch with the manag ers of 
the roads as with the emp loy es who 
are g iv en elmrg e of the v ariou s cars. 
In many of the wrecks which hav e oc­ 
cu rred it has been fou nd that the 
orders were disobey ed, and that if 
the cars had been ru n according to 
the orders g iv en, the accidents would 
hav e been av oided. 
Ju st what action will be taken is 
not known definitely , bu t it is thou g ht 
that the commission will recommend 
that certain new equ ip ment be p u r­ 
chased 
and 
installed 
immediately . 
If this is necessary and reasonable 
and will resu lt in g reater safety to 
the p asseng ers the manag ers of the 
traction lines ou g ht to be in fav or of 
the additional ex p ense and adop t the 
safeg u ards as soon as p ossible. 
It seems to u s that if reasonable 
p recau tion is taken by the manag e­ 
ment of the roads for the safety of 
the trav eling p u blic, an effort shou ld 
be made to enforce more rig idly the 
orders which are issu ed. 
It is tru e, 
emp loy es in whose care the ears are 
p laced are held resp onsible for any 
accidents resu lting from their wilfu l 
neg lig ence and may be p u nished, bu t 
with a few ex cep tions this is not done. 
Whether this is the best means to p re­ 
v ent accidents is a qu estion for the 
railroad commission to decide and 
will he taken u p and g iv en du e con­ 
sideration at the p rop er time.
